_ DE-CONTROLLING CITY FINANCE. 
With the ‘general object of the 
Mayor’s special committee to improve 
‘the machinery of the City Government 
therg can*be rio quarrel. The Home 
Rule law grants ample power to rear- 
range the functions of different mu- 
nicipal departments. But there is 
reason to pause when it appears, as it 
did at the first meeting on Tuesday, 
that .an attack is at- once to. be 
launched against the office of Con- 
troller. His right to audit bills as well 
as pay them was sharply challenged. 
Great satisfaction was expressed by 
Commissioner 'HimRsHFIELD at being 
able to draw from a witness the state- 
ment. that “the “Controller has. too 
much power now.”’ 

Any one with a memory ‘eneven how 
dangerous is any such attempt to 
limit the authority of.the chief. finan- 
cial officer of .New York. City. It 
was with reason that large powers 
were giver™to him, both by legislation 
after the days of Boss Twsep and by 
the Charter of the Greater City. Bit- 
ter experience taught the taxpayers 
the need of a Controller with indepen- 
dent rights, ‘standing as a guardian of 
the City Treasury and a vigilant an- 
tagonist of all presenting inflated bills 
for payment. For. many years the 
Controller has been justly regarded as 
one of our most necessary and useful 
"officials. This remains true irrespec- 
tive of the personality. of the Con- 
troller.’ Mi .Cratc may often have 
been like a thorn in the flesh of 
Mayor HyLan, and may have con- 
ducted his controversies with manners 
not pleasing, but it is the office and 
not th® man who temporarily fills it | 
that has first of all to be thought. of. 

In any event, the city has a first line 


of defense against any assault which, 


the City Hall may be planning dpon 
the-Controller. It will not be possible 
to rush through the Municipal Assem- 
bly a local law for the Mayor to sign 
altering in any way the present func- 
ations. of the Controller. The City 
Home Rule law provides for a man- 
-datory referendum on such a change. 
One of its specific stipulations is that 
a local law which “ abolishes, trans- 
“fers or curtails any power of an 
“ elected city officer ’’ must be ‘‘,sub- 
* mitted for the approval of the elec- 
** tors ‘at the next general election ’’ 
and ‘‘ shall become operative only 
“when approved at such election ‘by 
“ the affirmative voté of a majority of 
“the qualified electors.” Thus it 
seems plain that the Mayor and ‘his 
wonderful.Commissioner of Accounts 
are only venting thgir personal spleen 
upon Controller Crafe. It is not 
within their power to clip his wings ‘in 
jthe way which they gleefully propose.

LORD ‘MILNER. 

ALFRED MILNER's career, from his 
early Liberal affiliations through the 
militant imperialism-which will be his 
permanent label in history and partly 
back again to a form of Tory democ- 
racy in his later years, has its unify- 
ing motive in his worship of effi- 
ciency. His most embittered opponents 
ascribed to the accident of his birthand 
early education in Germany, though 
of British. parents, that bureaucratic 
touch which even his admirers: would 
not deny. Few’sea changes in mod- 
ern politics are more remarkable 
than the one which overtook the bril- 
liant young statesmen who set out in 
1897 for South Africa as High Com- 
missioner, entrusted with finding a 
solution for the grave difficulties with 
the Boer republics. Liberal statesmen 
participated enthusiastically -in. the 
send-off accorded to°-MILNER. But in- 
stead of bringing with him to South 
Africa a policy of conciliation he lost 
no time in countering the obstinacy 








sive tactics of his own. His official 
speeches envisaged an irrepressible 
conflict. His dispatches home struck 
the note offan agitator rather than 
that -of a responsible statesman. It 
| Was no service to peace to ,describe 
the condition of the British in the 
Transvaal: as.“ helots.’’ Since the 
test of strength was bound to come 
sooner or later, in his opinion, it had 
better come soon.

MILNER was sub- 
jected to an indirect vote of censure 
in the House of Commons, and this in 
turn brought him a vote of confidénce 
in the Lords, Drift or ‘force carried 
him into the ranks of the Tory die- 
hards. He was an implacable foe: of 
Liorp Ggorcs’s radical budgets. He 


‘was somewhat less obduraté in his 


attitude on Ireland.« The unbroken 
lease of. power which the Liberals en- 
joyed from 1906 .until 1916 was the 
reaction to the two policies in which 
MILNER’s name is so closely ‘associated 
with JosEPH CHAMBERLAIN—the Boer 
War and protection. He had early be- 
come convinced ‘that the empire. must 
evolve out of a congeries of dominions 
into ‘an organic unit, and he expected 
to hasten the process by a system of: 
preferential tariffs within the empire 
and protection at home. It is a policy

This jie puts to. the test of a trained 
and philosophic mind and expresses 
his conclusions with. a little more ge: 
niality than was possessed by the late 
master of “ The Grange,’’ Professor

in 1879, quoted an acquaintance as 
saying that ‘‘ the Americans are a 
‘*remarkable people; they talk a 
“* great deal of nonsense, but they 
“ act widely.”’ BRIGHT then added that 
he hoped that the talk might improve 
and the acting not become worse, But 
he might have heen told, as Gotpwin 
SMITH a quarter of a century later 
wrote to Lord Rosgeserr, that the Ca- 
nadians and the Americans are pretty 
much of a piece. ‘‘ Hardly amything 
‘remains to separate them but the 
“political and fiscal line.’’ There were 
éven then whole tracts of Canada in 
which there were few without a con- 
nection in the United States: At,;that 
same time there were 1,200,000 Ca- 
nadians in the United States. The

000 of French-Canadian origin alone 
in the United States. And as for the 
English-speaking Canadians.and Amer- 
icans of Ango-Sdaxon origin, they are 
more alike than any other separate 
peoples. “Moreover, the economic in- 
terdependence of these two countries 
‘“* makes for the permanency of their 
good-will.’’ 

But what Sir jiceninke emphasized in 
his first lecture—which was given at 
the Mansion House under the chair- 
manship of the Lord Mayor—was the 
fact that the Dominion of Canada, no 
longer “ contentious,’ may now be- 
come as a nation an interpreter, hav- 
ing won the -regard of both Great 
Britain and the United States. Visi- 
tors coming to the United States by 
way of Canada undergo ** a process of 
Americanization.’’.,On the other hand, 
Canada makes the Eneland of today, 
as contrasted with the England of his- 
tory and tradition, known to Ameri- 
cans through the Britisher whom she 
introduces to us. If the fence between 
the two countries were removed, there 
would be a loss of something very 
unique and precious in world relation- 
ships and in national neighboring. 
This country is fortunate to have such 
a neighborly neighbor and interpreter.

The obvious inference to be érawn 
from these figures is the, fact that de- 
spite depreciated currencies and other 
natural barriers which have grown up 
since thé war, a considerable amount 
of the surplus of. our goods is being ‘ex- 
ported each month, and. that. to some 
extent, at least. this export buying may 
be depended upon to také ap the sletk 
represented in stich surplus of goods and 
commodities as may develop. Some 90 per 
cent. of the exports for the month was 
represented in the ‘“‘bread and butter” 
commodities; that is, cotton, wheat, 
corn, copper and others of the same sort. 
Possibly te some extent it may be said 
that this increase is seasonal because of 
the very nature of. commodities -pur- 
chased here. Nevertheless, there is sat- 
isfaction in the fact that. our sales 
abroad.outweigh our purchases. Admit- 
‘tedly, this goes to strengthen our own 
financial situation. 

Most markets were rather colorless 
yesterday. On the Stock Exchange sales 
again aggregated 1,500,000 shares, with- 
out any appreciable advantage’ to the 
market as a whole. There was the usual 
buying in the morning and selling in the 
afternoon, patently the endeavor of pro- 
fessional traders to. ‘“‘scalp’. small 
profits.
